There was a depression 
upward and backward from the riuht 
ear. In making an exploratory incision 
it was foand the skull had peen frac­ 
tured. Two nieces of hone were taken 
from the brain. 
The opening in the 
brain was of oval shape about 2 inohes 
broad and 2% inches long. The man’s 
death was caused from a forcible blow 
on the head by some blunt instrument.

be called a saint, or from that high 
position he looks down upon

squalor and poverty of this world, and 
we call him a philanthropist. Such a 
person was St. Patrick, and In many 
respects he never had an equal. 
“There is something not only mar­ 
velous, but 
truly miraculous 
about 
the labors of St. Patrick. The gospel 


work of a missionary is not only hard 
but uncertain, and nations hive been 
converted to Christianity only after 
ceaseless toil and 
not infrequently 
the shedding of blood. Ireland sta n d s 
alone, the grand exception to 
this 
rule, the only nation that ever was 
converted by the labors of a single 
man or without requiring the 
shed­ 
ding of a single drop of blood.

deed 
the 
career 
of 
St. 
Patrick 
throughout Ireland resembles 
more 
the triumphant tour of a reigning 
monarch than that of a toiling mis­ 
sionary.”

The speaker then reviewed Ire-' 
land’s triumphant struggle for 
her I 
religion with the Danes for 300 long J 
years; also the terrible persecutions! 
of Henry and Elizabeth, during which I 
time the Catholics of Ireland 
were I 
put beyond the pale of the law. He 
spoke of how Ireland had triumphed 
over all these and how St. Patrick 
had planted the tree of faith so deep 
in the soil of Ireland that its ene­ 
mies after 1,400 years of constant at­ 
tack had not succeeded in rooting 
it up. 
A glowing description was given of 
Ireland’s battle for her nationality— 
reviewing the splendid campaigns of 
Hugh O’Neill and Owen Roe O'Neill, 
of the O’Donnells and Sarsfield, like­ 
wise a brief review of Grattam’s par­ 
liament, Emmett’s 
insurrection and 
that gallant band of Protestant 
he­ 
roes and patriots who labored so hard 
for Ireland in that dark and 
awful 
hour of her history—the ’98 patriots. 
The speaker closed with a most 
bitter and scathing denunciation of 
what he termed “British perfidy 
in 
the Transvaal,” and 
spoke in 
the 
most glowing terms of the valor and 
virtue and patriotism of "those gal­ 
lant shepherd boys upon the Trans­ 
vaal hills.” 
He closed with the fol­ 
lowing: 
“My fervent prayer is that 
some 
European 
complications will 
yet arise whereby the proud 
and 
conscienceless British lion may find 
his burial ground in the Transvaal 
and Oom Paul may yet make a door 
mat out of his hide.”

A few days previous to the meet­ 
ing a list of questions had been sub­ 
mitted to Mr. Laylin for his answer. 
The list was sent by him to Com- 
troller Dawes for instructions, but up 
to date no reply has been received.

list, which he said was a private, per­ 
sonal matter, was published in a local 
paper.

London, March 21.—A dispatch was 
received at the war office from Lord 
Roberts, dated Bloemfontein, March IO, 
containing the following: 


" ‘I have received thefollowing reply to my 
telegram of March ll. to the presidents of the 
Free State and South African republics: 
“ ‘Your excellency’s telegram reached me 
yesterday. I assure you nothing would grieve 
me more than that my burghers should make 
themselves guilty of a deed such as that laid to 
their charge by you. I am, however, glad to 
say that you must be mistak rn. I have made 
personal inquiry of General Delarpy, who was 
in command of our burghers at tile place men* 
turned by you. He denies entirely that our 
burghers act*si as stated by you, but he says 
that on Saturday, (the date being illegible) the 
british troops, when they were about 50 yards 
from our position, put up their hands as well as 
a white Hag, whilst at the same time your can­ 
tion bombarded the said troops, with the re­ 
sult that Commandant De Beer was wounded. 
Yesterday morning tin? head commandant 
w rote In his account of the battle as follows: 
‘Tile soldiers hoisted the w hite flag, but we 
were then fired at by tho English cannons and 
compelled to charge.’ ' 
’Perhaps it is not known to your 
’cliency 
that the same thing happened at Spion kop, 
where, when a portion of the troops hoisted a 
w hite flag and put up their hands, and whilst 
our burghers were busy disarm ing them, an ­ 
other portion of ttie troops fired on our burgh­ 
ers; but shun* of tile British troops wert1 kill*ii. 
ITLas also bum repoi ted that at the last battle 
of the Tugela,.English cannon tired on troops 
who had surrendered. 
/W ith reference to the e.xolosive 
bullet 
found in Cronjc's laager and elsewhere, I can 
give your excellency assurance that such bul­ 
lets were not purchased or allowed by the gov­ 
ernm ent.

L o n d o n , March 21.—While there is a 
full in the military operations, the pres­ 
ent surroundings of the war show inter­ 
esting developments. 
The colonial of­ 
fice has telegraphed to Ca]Hi Town the 
text of the proclamation concerning the 
destruction of property. 
This will not 
be published in London until alter its 
promulgation in South Africa; but it is 
known that it will convey an intima­ 
tion that any wanton destruction of 
B ritish property during the war will be 
re g a rd e d as warranting a claim t ^com­ 
pensation and of justiiying a levy upon 
private property, should the resources 
ai the Transvaal prove inadequate. 
In the house of commons parliamen­ 
tary secretary of the war office, George 
Wyndham, announced that the secre­ 
tary of state for the colonies, Mr. Cham­ 
berlain, was about to issue a prod ana­ 
xon on the subject 
of the alleged 
Threats of the Boers to destroy Johannes­ 
burg, and as to what the Boers may ex- 
jK i’t. in the event of wanton destruction 
ut' British property. 
• The fact that the proclamation is is­ 
sued by the colonial office is re girded as 
a significant-indication that the repub­ 
lics will be administered as crown c< ho­ 
llies. 
In this connection it is undersUx >d 
that the leaders of the opposition in 
parliament now admit that no other set­ 
tlement is possible since the republics 
insist upon their demand for a b so lu te 
independence. 
In view of this the ef­ 
forts of the liberals will be confined to 
securing in I he settlement the best treat­ 
ment for the Dutch population, includ­ 
ing their disfranchisement. 
There is no further information as to 
the movements of Sir Alfred Milner. It 
is regarded us certain, however, that lie 
Las gone to Bloemfontein to arrange for 
the temporary administration of the 
Free State. 
Indications from Natal seem to show 
that General Buller’s forward move­ 
ment will not be long delayed. 
The government has decided that 
Major General Sir Frederick Carrington 
shall command a colonial force of a ,boo, 
including the 2,500 men Mr. Chamber­ 
lain asked from Australia.

HOW CAN WE PROTECT 
MISSIONARIES IN PERIL? 


Too F a r In ia u d F or W arship* -G erm any'! 


A b ility D o u b ted 
( b illa A w ait* 
T h at C ountry. 
W ashington, March 21.—-The state 
department is in a quandary to devise 
means t<» render effective protection to 
the American missionaries at Sluintung. 
The difficulty lies in the fact that tho 
missionaries have in most cases gone as 
far as 200 miles inland and are thus be­ 
yond reach of any aid that can be ex­ 
tended from a warship. 
Minister Con­ 
ger’s advices show that the situation is 
further complicated by the fact that the 
location of the present troubles is so far 
inland as to make it difficult to deter­ 
mine whether or not the “boxers” are 
operating in Shantung or across the bor­ 
der in Pechill province. 
If the threat­ 
ened missionaries are in western Shan­ 
tung, then a further question arises as 
to who is chargeable with their protec­ 
tion, China or Germany. 
The exact ex­ 
tent of the German sphere of influence 
is not definitely known here. 
The attitude of the German authori­ 
ties is the reason for the inability of the 
Pekin government to meet Mr. Conger’s 
demand for punatory measures against 
the “boxers.” The German minister at 
Pekin has informed Mr. Conger that his 
government is willing to extend to the 
American missionaries within the Ger­ 
man sphere of influence the same meas­ 
ure of protection as is accorded to Ger­ 
man missioi aries. 
This, however, is 
not very reassuring, in view of the fact 
that the German military forces in 
Shantung I lave not so far as is known 
been augmented to a point where they 
are equal to the police in the whole 
province.

and with less expense. 
The bank 
has 
now been in the 
hands 
of a receiver for 18 months 
at an annual expense of about $4,300, 
and the creditors cannot see the be­ 
ginning of the end. 
Receiver Laylin 
was not present at the meeting. 
A few days previous to the meet­ 
ing a list of questions had been sub­ 
mitted to Mr. Laylin for his answer. 
The list was sent by him to Com- 
troller Dawes for instructions, but up 
to date no reply has been received. 
For some 
reason, which the author 
of questions 
could not explain, the 
list, which he said was a private, per­ 
sonal matter, was published in a local 
paper. 
Curiosity led a great crowd 
of people to the court 
room in

expectation of hearing answers made.

out of the affair, and they had no

private property, should the resources 
of the Transvaal prove inadequate. 
I11 the house of commons parliamen­ 
tary secretary of the war office, George 
Wyndliam, announced that tlie secre­ 
tary of state for the colonies, Mr. Cham­ 
berlain, was about to issue a procl 1111a- 
[iou on the 
subject 
of the alleged 
threats of the Boers to destroy Johannes­ 
burg, and as to what the Boers may ex­ 
pect in the event of wanton destruction 
of British property. 
• The fact that the proclamation is is­ 
sued by the colonial office is reg irded as 
a significant indication that the repub­ 
lics will lit1 administered as crown colo­ 
nies. 
In this connection it is understo* wl 
th a t the leaders of the opposition 
111 
parliament now admit tliat no other set­ 
tlement is possible since the republics 
insist ujwu their demand 
fo r absolute 
independence. 
In view of this the e f­ 
forts of the liberals will be confined to 
securing in 1 he settlement the best treat­ 
ment for the Dutch population, iuolud- 
nig their disfranchisement. 
There is no further information as to 
the movements of Sir Alfred Milner. 
It 
is regarded as certain, however, that he 
has gone to Bloemfontein to arrange for 
the temporary administration of the 
Free State. 
Indications from Natal seem to show 
that General Buller’s forward move­ 
ment will not be long delayed. 
The government has 
decided that 
Major General Sir Frederick Carrington 
shall command a colonial force of o.thm, 
including the 2,600 men Mr. Chamber- 
lain asked from Australia.

MISSIONARIES IN PERIL?

W a s h in g t o n , March 21.—The state 
department is in a quandary to devise 
means to rentier effective protection to 
the American missionaries at Shantung. 
The difficulty lies in the fact that the 
missionaries have in most cases gone as 
far as 200 miles inland and are thus be­ 
yond reach of any aid that can be ex 
tended from a warship. 
Minister Con­ 
ger's advices show tliat the situation is 
further complicated by the fact that the 
location of the present troubles is so far 
inland as to make it difficult to deter 
miue whether or not the “ boxers” are 
operating 111 Shantung or across the bor­ 
der in Peehill province. 
If the threat 
eued missionaries are in western Shan­ 
tung, then a further question arises as 
to who is chargeable with their protec­ 
tion, China or Germany. 
The exact ex­ 
tent of the German sphere of influence 
is not definitely known here. 
The attitude of the German authori­ 
ties is the reason for the inability of the 
Pekin government to meet Mr. Conger's 
demand for puuatory measures against 
the “ boxers.” 
The German minister at 
Pekin lias informed Mr. Conger tiiat his 
government is willing to extend to the 
American missionaries within the Ger­ 
man sphere of influence the same meas­ 
ure of protection as is accorded to Ger­ 
man missioi aries. 
This, however, is 
not very reassuring, in view of the fact 
that the German military forces in 
Shantung liave not so far as is known 
been augmented to a point where they 
are equal to the iiolice in the whole 
province.

KOUNTZ PLACED UNDER ARREST. 


A fight in the saloon of John 
Kountz yesterday afternoon caused 
intense excitement in the city, and 
i^e rumor was started that the pro­ 
prietor, John Kountz, had shot and 
dangerously wounded an insurance 
agent named E. L. Hughes. 
The first the police knew of 
the 
occurrence was when a man came 
running into the fire 
station 
and 
stated that his brother had been shot 
by Kountz. 
Officers Bryan and Mc­ 
Donald were at once detailed on the 
case and arrested Kountz at his sa­ 
loon on Jethro street, and ho was 
placed in jail, where he remained 
until 
late 
last 
night. 
He 
was 
released, when it was 
found 
that 
Hughes had not been shot and 
was 
not dangerously injured. Chief John­ 
son investigated the 
case and dis­ 
covered that a gun of any kind had 
not figured in the 
fracas, and the 
only weapon used was Kountz’s fist. 
Hughes did not have anything to 
say as to how the trouble started ex­ 
cept that Kountz had hit him with 
the butt end of a revolver and knock­ 
ed him down. He got up and Kountz 
had knocked him down the second 
time and put him out on the street. 
Mrs. Kountz stated that Hughes 
came in the 
saloon yesterday after­ 
noon and wras very offensive. He was 
ordered out and refused to go. 
Mr. 
Kountz didn’t desire any trouble and 
walked out of the bar into an adja­ 
cent room in order to prevent 
get­ 
ting 
into 
trouble, but that Hughes 
continued to be so offensive that her 
husband threw him out. 
She stated 
that there was not a weapon of any 
kind used and the bartender verified 
her story. 
An eye witness of the affair said 
Hughes came in the saloon In 
an 
Intoxicated condition and became very 
offensive in his remarks in regard to 
Insurance. Kountz told him he didn’t 
desire any insurance and there was 
no use talking about it. 
Hughes re­ 
sumed his remarks and Kountz told 
him that he didn’t desire any trouble 
and to take a drink and end the dis­ 
cussion. 
There was some offensive 
language on the part of Hughes, and 
Kountz told him to get out of 
the 
saloon 
or 
he 
would be put out. 
Hughes remarked with an oath that 
ho would like 
to see the man that 
could put him out and he didn’t have 
long to wait. Kountz hit him in the 
mouth, and in falling he fell against a 
hard substance, inflicting the wound 
in the back of his head. 
After the 
battle Hughes thought 
he was badly hurt and he was taken 
to the office of Dr. Hobbs. 
Hobbs 
was not in his office and Dr. James 
Taylor was called. 
He made nn ex­ 
amination of tho man’s Injuries and 
found that 
he had nothing but 
a 
hiadium sized cut at the base of the 
skull. 
Tho wound was dressed and 
Hughes was taken to his home

A few days previous to the meet­ 
ing a list of questions had been sub­ 
mitted to Mr. Laylin for his answer. 
The list was sent by him to Com- 
troller Dawes for instructions, but up 
to date no reply has been received.

reason, which the author 
of questions could not explain, the 
list, which he said was a private, per­ 
sonal m atter, was published in a local 
paper.

The fact that tho proclam ation is is­ 
sued by the colonial office is i i g irded as 
a significant indication that the repub­ 
lics w ill be adm inistered as crown colo­ 
nies. 
In this connection it is understix ut 
that the leaders of the opposition iii 
parliam ent now adm it tliat no other set­ 
tlem ent is possible since the republics 
insist upou their dem and for absolute 
independence. 
In view of this the e f­ 
forts of the liberals w ill be confined to 
securing iii the settlem ent the best treat­ 
ment for the Dutch population, includ­ 
ing their disfranchisem ent.

HOW CAN WE PROTECT 


MISSIONARIES IN PER IL? 


Too Fur In la u«i For W arship*—G erm any’* 


A bility Doubted

That Country. 


W a s h in g t o n , March 21 .—-The state 
departm ent is in a quandary to devise 
m eans to render effective protection to 
the Am erican m issionaries at Shantung. 
The difficulty lies in the fact that the 
m issionaries luivo in most cases gone as 
far as 200 m iles inland and are thus bo 
yond reach o f any aid that can be ex 
tended from a warship. 
M inister Con­ 
ger’s advices show that the situation is 
further com plicated by the fact that the 
location of the present troubles is so far 
inland as to make it difficult to deter­ 
m ine w hether or not the “ boxers” are 
operating in Shantung or across the bor­ 
der in P echill province. 
If the threat 
ened m issionaries are in w estern Shan­ 
tung, then a further question arises as 
to who is chargeable w ith their protec­ 
tion, Chiua or Germany. 
The exact ex ­ 
tent of the German sphere of influence 
is not definitely known here. 
The attitude of the German authori- 
tias is the reason for the inability of the 
Pekin governm ent to meet Mr. C onger’s 
demand for punatory measures against 
the “ boxers.” 
The German m inister at 
Pekin lias inform ed Mr. Conger that his 
governm ent is sellin g to extend to the 
American m issionaries w ithin the G er­ 
man sphere of influence the same m eas­ 
ure of protection as is accorded to G er­ 
man m issionaries. 
This, however, is 
not very reassuring, in view of the fact 
that the German m ilitary forces in 
Shantung Imve not so far as is known 
been augm ented to a point where they 
are equal to tho police in the whole 
province.
